SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  is  no  water  borne  sewage. 

Sanitary  Inspection.  Regular  inspection  has  been  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Schools.  The  S  anitary  condition  and  water  supply  are 
adequate.  No  school  was  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of 
infectious  disease. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and  other 
Diseases.  No  notifiable  infectious  disease  assumed  epidemic  pro¬ 
portion  during  the  year.  Some  mild  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  un¬ 
doubtedly  spread  from  Bungay  Urban  District.  Prompt  advantage 
was  taken  of  sending  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Oulton  Broad.  There  is  no  arrangement  by 
the  local  authority  for  the  provision  of  immunization  against 
Diphthefia  or  Measles.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

For  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1937. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  of  the  Sanitary  work 
carried  out  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1937. 

Inspections  of  the  District  have  been  periodically  carried  out 
for  any  existing  nuisances  or  likely  causes  of  same  and  complaints 
received  have  had  immediate  attention.  When  found  necessary 
informal  or  formal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  same, 
these  usually  being  complied  with,  with  little  delay. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

Periodical  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  of  the  Cowsheds, 
Dairies,  Slaughter-houses  and  Workshops,  and  the  various  premises 
were  generally  found  to  be  kept  under  satisfactory  conditions. 

Improvement  towards  cleanliness  in  cowsheds  and  dairies  has 
been  maintained  by  reconstruction  of  cowsheds,  providing  more 
and  efficient  ventilation,  lights  and  drainage,  laying  on  piped 
supplies  of  water;  also  entirely  new  sheds  have  been  erected. 

The  approximate  number  of  Cows  in  milk  is  1,879. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  were  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  four  of  Diphtheria. 
After  the  removal  of  the  patients  the  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  was 
thoroughly  fumigated  and  disinfected. 

Ten  privy  pits  have  been  abolished  and  closets  converted  to 
E.C.’s  with  removable  sanitary  pans. 
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HOUSING. 

Ten  new  houses  and  bungalows  have  been  erected  by  private 
owners  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district  and  8  new  houses  by  the 
Council.  Six  houses  have  been  re-conditioned. 

The  Council  have  accepted  tenders  provisionally  for  the 
erection  of  22  houses  under  the  Slum  Clearance  Schemes. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  St.  Lawrence,  Spexhall  and  the  Rumburgh  piped  roadside 
water  supplies  have  proved  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the 
neighbourhoods,  and  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  at  the 
various  Council’s  wells.  A  new  borehole  has  been  sunk  at  Spexhall 
the  recent  analysis  of  the  water  proving  to  be  very  satisfactory.  A 
scheme  for  sinking  a  new  well  for  the  Council  at  Westhall  is  in 
hand.  Three  boreholes  have  been  sunk  by  private  owners,  one  at 
Spexhall,  one  at  Holton,  and  one  at  Westhall. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or 
pools,  other  than  the  rivers  Waveney  and  Blytli  which  pass  through 
parts  of  the  district.  There  are  several  places  where  bathing  is 
carried  out  from  the  grass  banks  of  the  rivers.
